Has Narrow Escape |

WHITECOURT, March 23,—Geo 
Carmichel had # narrow escape one 
day last week when a four-horse team 
belongnig to the Western Construction 


Company, which he was driving, with | 


«a large sleigh load of jogs, broke 
through the ice into the Athabasca 
river a few miles west of Whitecourt 
Mr, Carmichel ts one of the most ex- 
perienced teamsters in these parts and 
this probably accounts for the saving 
of himself and the outfit, The water 
was from four to six feet deep where 
the team went through and he was 
able to climb on the horses backs and 
@eparate them from their sleigh and 
from cach other, and in this way 
make it possible for them to get out 
on the solid ice and to safety. 

The children’s play ground commit-

The Women's Guild of Empire 
Leagues in England are sending 
representa‘ives on a deputation 
from the chief women's societies 
in the old country to the leaders of 
the various political parties to 
bring to their notice certain re- 
forms which are of urgent interest 
to women, 

These include equal pay for men 
and women in the civil service, wo- 
men in industry, women police, 
nationality of married women, 
rights of peeresses to sit in the 
houce of lords, the age of marriage 
and testamentary provision for 
spouses and children, 

The Women’s Guild of Empire 
‘6 particularly interested in the 


position of women in industry and 
in the demand that all legislation 
which restricts the right to work 
shall be based on the nature of the 
occupation and not on the sex of 
the worker, 

“This point of view,” states a 


bulletin issued by the Guild, 
“should be brought home by mem- 
bers to all candidates at the gen- 
eral olection, It is ridiculous to 
claim, as one party organ does, 
that women in industry need spe- 
ojal protection like children. In 
practice this protection results in 
the exclusion of women from the 
best paid jobs. Where men and 
women are working side by side, 
the best defence for the women 
would be admission to the trade 
unions on equal terms with the 
men,”

The only shade of henna that } 
pure and perfectly harmiess ts the 
red Egyptian henna, The compound 
henna Ay that come in a wide vari 
ety of shades are really metallic and 
not true vegetable dyes Frequently 


there is only enough henna in them 
to entitle the manufacturers to use 
the word on the labels, Of cours 
if a woman wishes to color her hal: 
with a metallic dye, that is her own 
business, but she should not do so un 
der a misapprehension 

How to apply a henna pack is an 
Other question that is often asked 
by readers of this column, It ts a 
rather messy process and results can- 
not be predicted with perfect cer- 
tainty.

“The dividend has not been paid,” 
added Mr, Roome, ‘‘and the statement 
of carned profits--the net trading pro- 


fit—-is false and fraudulent. 
| “No such profit was ever earned In 
that y , and with regard to that 
matter, which [ am not in @ position 
to open today in detail, there Il be 
charges also under the Larceny Act

| “In order to arrive at that net profit 
Brandreth has caused the company to 
tuke credit for manufacturing and scl! 
ing goods which were never mane 
factured at all,” 

Mr. Roome added thet on the su 
gestion of r John Wiles, a shat 
holder, an accountant examined the 
books and found two payment to 
Brandreth for which he could discover 
no explanation, 

One was the payment on November
